For half a contury I). M. Cook has 
neon a familiar liguru In Klcbliind 
County, and lias boeu markoil for lib 
singular inveutive genius. In I860, 
when a young man, ho became im- 
p r taweil with the wonder* of electrical 
science, ami thou became enamored of 
iU study. He began to delvu into tho 
unknown of this hidden force, and for 
thirty-six years in alternately brilliant 
aud adverse circumstanced has trodden 
over this fleld till tlieru is no nook or 
corner with which he is uiruoi|UainUid. 
He commenced his sludies »t a time 
when little waa known of electricity, 
and by a pursuit of knowledge in that 
«lii i l l ion with unbounded zeal, he ha* 
not only kept apace with the wi/.nriU 
of the Jay, but In. so far gotten in ud- 
v. mi l uf them that his assertions are 
almost accepted as altogether incredu- 
lous. 

Hut no matter whether his claims 
acoui wonderful ami almost beyond 
belief, they aro worthy of creileni'ti. for 
be must be placed in the list of success- 
ful inventors. In 181} hsooaodirtMtMd 
constructed :t device that revolutionized 
Iho nianufiiclure of sorghum sirup. 
The device was called an evaporator, 
and was lined lo make sirup from sor- 
ghum. His prim jple was to run the juice 
aero a a huated surface in sig-zag rows 
till ihe juioc would run out as a pure 
sirup ready for the table, tho water 
being evaporated in its passage, nud 
the impurities bating thrown to one 
|ide. On this lie received letters patent 
in IfAM, and in |s,v.» a cumpitny begun 
the manufacture uf Ho tome. TI|oi|- 
samls and thousan ja were d g|>oaod of, 
varving in price from t'J.'i to ♦.V), over 
M.rOo.iKKI lielng reidised, <>Q which the 
Inventor got a haudsomo royalty. 
Through this ho derived i|ullo a fortune, 
although a portion of it ha spent iu im- 
proving mill introducing the device. 
Kven to thlt day a line in Cincinnati is 
engaged in the manufacture of this 
.;ame evaporator, from which the mem- 
bers of the lirm made themselves rich. 
Cook, however, several years ago lost 
his right lo a royalty by some means or 
other, and has not been drawing any 
thing from lhat sourco since. 

Save for this slight diversion, Mr. 
Cook has not experimented in any Held 
outside of electricity since thirty-six 
years ago to any considerable extent, 
but in in th : s direction he can be snid 
to have spent the greater part of bis 
life. .For a while lie sought to solve 
the ipiestion of cheap powor.Jight, etc.. 
by producing the proper curront by 
means of a buttery. Ho invented a 
battery uf peculiar valuo for telegraph 
purposes, which was in use for a long 
time at Crestline, on tho Western 
Union, and until the discovery of the 
cheap gravity battery that is now iu 
use. Hut Mr. Cook long agnconeluded 
in Ids own iiriud that in dynatnis elec- 
tricity lay future success. According- 
ly he cast usido the battery as a secon- 
dary il. ii r, and set about to experi- 
ment with dynamos of novel and 
peculiar construction. 

For several yoars past be would oc- 
casionally moet me and speak of bis 
discoveries in the electrical tiold, but 
would say that ho bad not yet scoured 
the results he was after.* He would 
tell me: "When I got my experiments 
completed I want to show you what 
will ruvolutioni/.u the world. 1 propose 
to make a perpetual electric generator 
or motor which will propel itself by its 
own current, the resistance of tho 
generator proper being only about ten 
per cent, of tiio rotary power of tho 
plcctrie engine upon which the current 
pf the generator acts,."

I.a.t Novoiubcr Mr. Ccok oamo to 
me and said: "I have at last met with 
success. I have found tho principle 
that I have been hunting for so long. 
I t;an now start a dynamo to going, 
and it will never stop excopt by the 
wearing away of its own parts. Not 
only will ii run itself by its own current, 
but also produce power enough, aiv 
cording to the sine of the engine, to 
run any machine in tho world. ' 
'Torpotual motion," I suggested. 
"More than that," ho replied. "It 
Is perpetual motion with only ten per 
cent, of the force used, leaving ninoty 
->«r cent, for powof, to be utlli/.od as 
is dosircd. Not only that, but raoro; 
one helix of my dynamo will produce 
light In proportion to its sire while the 
other is making the curront that runs 
the engine. It will servo to heat your 
house, so that instead of having stoves 
and grates, little wires will run through 
your rooms, and on your parlor tablo 
Will bo n highly burnishod apparatus 
containing wires, etc., which will keep 
|hc tomporature of tho house at what- 
ever point you wish."

ducod by one machine, for absolutely 
nothing.'' 

1 looked at him to see if he was there 
yet, and if s i, whether ho WAS mad, in 
earnest, or Joking. He laujiliod at my 
astonishiuunt, and said: "I am now 
making a model, and wheu far enough 
along I will show it to you." 

I'll ■ matter was not specially dis- 
cussed after that, although ho would 
fretraently bring up the question, until 
a day or two ago, uud I had my serious 
doubts whether he would ever show 
tho device to inc.

When I can ex- 
hibit a running model, which I can in 
a few days, then 1 will be ready to con- 
sider the many propositions that I have 
already reoelvea.— Mnmfield ("or.

"Do you 800 that old man thoro with 
a big cane, a slouch hat aud two glassy- 
looking eyes— tho ono who is just now 
trying to buy an auction poolf That 
man mad.; moro money out of a trotting 
horse than uny other man evor mado, 
and he. did it right here in Chicago, 
too. II nv union? Almost a m'llion.

And ho made It all off one 
horso, too. The old man's name ir 
Graves, Henry Craves. 'Way back in 
the forties ho kept a puhlio house out 
on tho Cottage (Srovo road.

FRAUDS IN QEIVI3. 

Coloring Dhtrqoudi and rating- Iniatl 
■sublet Into One. 

Not long sine i a shiver was sent 
through the diam tnd-dealing world at 
thu discovery, which in this aountry 
was made at Now Haven, Conn-, that 
second and third olass stone with some 
dooidod off-color wero being turned 
into first-water diamonds of tho purost 
ray by a bath in some violet solution 
which an industrious investigator at 
Paris had discovered. Upon an inves- 
tigation being made it w as found that 
many of the most oxport and reliable 
judges in the business had ticeu taken 
in. Two or tlireo men were sont to 
prison iu consequence, but the discov- 
ery of the solution was a pcriuauent 
contribution to our diamond loro, and 
purchasers should be more than ever 
careful, as nothing but the most severe 
tests will disclose tho fraud. Now 
comes the announcement from Paris 
of further "progross" by some Swiss 
artificer, who has actually succeeded 
In taking a dozen small rubles and 
melting them into one of tho first 
quality. There is no limit to the size 
of the ruby that may be produoed by 
this method, and a rapid fall in tho 
prino of thoso gems may soon bo ex- 
pected. If this method of fusion can 
bo successfully applied to dism mils no 
end of consternation will ensue. 

A ruhv is a red sapphire. It is com- 
rosed ot nearly pure aluminum and in 
value and hardness stands next to the 
diamond, so that if some one has suc- 
ceeded in melting rubies together it is 
possible that something similar may be 
done with diamonds The amethyst, 
the topaz, tho omorald, thu sapphire, 
and tho ruby aro tho same stone, dif- 
fering only in oolor. What can bo 
done with one in the way of molting 
may bo done with all. The finest ruby 
sapphires come from Pegu, Hernial) 
and Siam. Tho bust blue sapphires 
emu ■ from Ceylon. A blue sapphire of 
ten carats is worth about $9A0, Tho 
ret) sapphire ar ruby is tho most pru- 
aious variety, a perfeot one weighing 
moro than three and a half oarats being

New Mexico went Democratic by 
4,000 maiority, and the Democrats 
have a majority in the legislature. 

The Presideut lias appointed G. 
W. Baxter, of Cheyenne, to be Gov- 
ernor of Wyoming Territory, vico 
Francis E. Warren, suspended. 

Miss Winnie Davis, daughter of 
JcQerBOn Davis, who has been visi 
ting Gov. Lee, of Virginia, has gone 
to Syracuso N. Y. to visit Mrs. Thos. 
Emory. 

The Democrats elected Uartlett 
Governor of California by about 300 
majority and elected 2 out of the (! 
Congressmen. The Legislature is 
safely Democratic. 



Smalls, one of the two colored men 
in the present Congress, was beaten 
for re-electiou by Elliott a coal black 
Democratic negro. Tho fight look 
place in one of the South Carolina 
districts. 



Tho news gets better as the later 
reports come in. The Democrats have 
not only gained Senators in Iudiana 
and New Jersey, but California has 
also elected a Democratic Legislature 
which will elect a successor to Sena 
tor Miller. 



One of the gratifying results of the 
late elections is the gain of two Sen- 
ators by the Democrats. The Legis- 
latures of Indiana and Now Jersey, 
which will choose successors to 8en- 
ators Harrison and Sewoll, are Dem- 
ocratic each by 2 majority. 



The race for Equalizer is between 
G. M. Priest, Dem., and C. H. Buch- 
anan, Hep. Buchanan's majorities 
over Priest are 2,395 in Christian, 409 
in Daviess and about 300 in Hancock, 
makiug 3,104. PrieBt carried Hon- 
derson, Hopkins, Webster and Union, 
though It is hardly possible that ho 
has been elected.

The latter, who 
has the same name as one of the Ken- 
tucky Congrcssmeii,wa8born In Mad- 
ison county aud went to Missouri 
whou a boy. He is a member of the 
present Congress. 



The contest in the Sixth District 
was not to very closo after all. The 
official count gives Carlisle 6,419 and 
Thobe 5,G51, Carlisle's majority 763. 
Two years ago the Republican oppo- 
nent to Mr. Carlisle received 9,329 
votes, nearly twice as many as were 
east for Thobe, and yet tho Speaker 
was elected by nearly 6000 majority 
There has been no falling olf ; the 
Democrats simply didn't think it 
worth whilo to vote, as they did not 
regard Thobe as in the race and their 
apathy came within about 800 votes 
of proving disastrous. 



Mr. Lum Smith, editor Public Her 
aid, Philadelphia, is certainly doing 
good work in exposing the many 
frauds that are iu successful opera 
tiou every day, and has surelv taken 
upon himself a tough task. Ho is 
one iu ten thousand that would 
shoulder such an undertaking, but 
much good has been accomplished by 
him, and a saving to the newspapers 
of many dollars in advertising that 
they would have otherwise given 
away, besides preventing many quact 
physicians from inflicting their in 
jurious medicines ou unsuspecting 
victims.

New York City goes Democratic, 
and elects Hewitt for mayor by 23,000. 
The State ticket is also Democratic, 
but the Republicans gain a Congress- 
man. Kansas gives the Republican 
candidate a plurality of 40,000, Iowa 
of 12,000, Minnesota ol 8,000 to 10,000 
(excepting the Governor who barely 
gets in,) Massachusetts of 9,000, Win- 
cousin of 22,000, Michigan of 7,000 
aud California elects Bartlett, Dem., 
Governor by 300 majority. Indiana 
has gone Republican by about 4,000, 
but the Democrats will control the 
Legislature. Pennsylvania gives the 
Republican candidate for Governor a 
plurality of over 42,000, a gain of 
about 90,000 votes over tho vote of 
four years ago, but a falling Off from 
the Blaine voto. Illinois rolls up a 
plurality of between 20,000 anil 30,000, 
aud Ohio about 15,000, all of which 
indicates that these States are not 
yet to be placed iu the doubtful col- 
umn. 

Tho Douiocrats hare lost nothing 
iu tho South, though in the North 
ihcy have beou less fortunate. They 
have carried their Slate ticket in New 
York by about 9,000, but have not 
secured the Legislature, which has a 
Republican majority on joint ballot 
of 28 aud will elect a United States 
Senator. Iu New Jersey the Demo- 
crats elected their State ticket by 
7,000 plurality, and the Legislature 
by 2 majority, which assures the 
election of a Democratic United States 
Senator. The Democrats carried two 
of the Now England States— New 
Hampshire and Connecticut— by a 
plurality ot the popular vote, but as 
the constitutions of both States re- 
quire an actual majority, the Legisla- 
ture of each being Republican, will 
elect Republican Governors and oth- 
er Stale officers, and United States 
Senators. The Democrats have car- 
ried one Rcnublicaii State, Colorado, 
electing both the State ticket and 
Congressman, and lost heavily iu 
both Virginia aud West Virginia. 

The labor vote manifested itself in 
a strictly partisan form only in New 
York City, where Henry George re- 
ceived the unlookcd for vole for68,000 ; 
in Wisconsin, where they olected one 
delegate to Congress, six members 
of tho Legislature, and the local tick- 
et iu Milwaukee; in Illinois, whore 
they elected six members of the Leg- 
islature and defeated Morrison for 
Congress; and iu Virginia elected 
one Congressman. But tiie working- 
men's power was felt in a significant 
degree iu several other Slates. 

COMiRESSIONAL. 

The Congressional election presents 
some interesting phases. Congress 
remains Democratic, but the Demo- 
cratic majority of 47 has been consid- 
erably reduced. One or the most 
striking events is (he election of a 
strictly partisan labor candidate and 
the narrow margin by which Speak- 
er Carlisle was re-elected over his la- 
bor competitor. Win. Morrison was 
also defeated by the labor vote. His 
district is strongly Republican, and 
his election was always a personal 
victory. The great gain of five Re- 
publican Congressmen in Virginia 
may be attributed partly to the labor 
vote in that State, but more to gen- 
eral apathy; and the latter cause 
doubtless accounts for the election of 
3 Republican Congressmen in Ken- 
tucky. The Republican gain of two 
and possibly three more Congressmen 
In Illinois, is probably due to a revi- 
val of Republican spirit in that State, 
while the gaiu of four Republican 
Congressmen iu Indiana is to be ac- 
counted for by the goueral dissatis- 
faction with the Democratic party 
management and gerrymander of the 
State. The Republican gain of one 
Congressman aud one Democratic 
Congressman in Pennsylvania, ap- 
pears to have no significance further 
than the decadence of the Greenback 
movement. The Republican loss of 
three Congressmen iu Minnesota is 
probably to be attributed to the emi- 
gration of Republicans to Dakota 
aud further west, and the immigra- 
tion of Democrats and workingnien 
from the Eastern States and Europe. 
The Republican gaiu of four Con- 
gressmen in Wincousin is apparently 
the result of Democratic dissatisfac- 
tion and an increased Republican 
interest. The greatest Republican 
gain in Congressmen was in Ohio 
where they have gainod aoveu.— Ex- 
change. 



THE FEISCO EXPRESS BOBBERY. 

Frank James Receives Some of the 
Loot— Mysterious Movements. 

St. Locis, Mo., Nov. 5.— A special 
from Nevada, Mo., says: "Frank 
James, the ex-tralu robber received 
the following letter yesterday, con- 
taining four nelv bank bills: 

St. Jok, Mo, Oct. 81.— Frank 
James, Esq. — Deak Bin: Please ac- 
cept the iiulosod as a memento of the 
late Frisco train robbery of Oct. 25. 
Yours truly, Jim Ci mminos. 

Tho inclosiirc consisted of four un- 
signed National Bank Notes made 
lor the Merchants and Planters' na- 
tional bank of Sherman, Mo. The 
notes were one $20 and three $10 bills, 
the latter of which had not been de- 
tached from each other. TliS letter 
wsb written in an evidently disguised 
baud and was mailed from St. Joo on 
Nov. 3. 

Manager Damsel of tho express 
company said that the detectives were 
already following up the clew con- 
tained in tho dispatch. He did not 
know whether the money stolen Oct. 
25 contained that received by Frank 
James or not. Ho had two theories 
in regard to tho affair— either the 
real robber had scut the letter to turn 
suspicion upon James aud put the 
detectives ou a wrong trail or else 
some overzealous detective really 
thought Jim Cummings and Frank 
James wero one, and wanted to aee 
what efl'ect the reception of the letter 
and bunk notes would have upon him 
aud what disposition he would make 
of them. The matter would be fully 
investigated, and might lead to some 
interesting developments. 

Superintendent Damsel aud Robert 
Piukerton, tho detective, visited the 
grand jury room very mysteriously 
just before noon to-day. It it 
thought that they either asked the 
jury to indict Furlheringham, the 
messenger, or requested tho jury to 
issue a bench warrant for his arrest, 
Kuillieriiigham's mother has arrived 
here, and it is understood that she 
will take legal measures to procure 
the relcaso of her son from tho custo- 
dy of the express company. It is 
supposed the company is trying to 
prevent this.

It Is said that his expenses in 
the late canvass were onlyflG and yet 
by the apathy of the Democrrtic 
voters he camo within a few hundred 
voles of beating the biggest man in 
Kentucky. This was not owing to 
any strength of his own but merely 
to the fact that Democrats did not 
vote. Mr. Thobe did not get as 
many votes as Mr. Carlisle's last op- 
ponent who was beated by 2,000 or 
3,000.

The Three Close States, 



Fourteen of the ninetcon saloons iu 
Hopkiusvillo were dosed Saturday 
night. The other five will have to 
closo Jan. Ut, although four of them 
have county licenses that run a few 
weeks longer. In our last issuo wo 
gave the County Clerk's construc- 
tion of the prohibition law and also 
that of the Chairman of the Board of 
Councllmen of Hopkiusvillo. The 
saloons closed with a few exceptions 
were running under city licenses ta- 
ken out Jan. 1st. Tho clork declined 
to penult them to remain open until 
the city license* ran out, and notified 
all who had lukeu out county license* 
since April 9th to closo. Yesterday 
morning thoro wore but five saloons 
open and thrco of i In m are in grocer- 
ies. Scveralof tbo saloon men wero out 
on thestrectswith plug hats ou were 
jolly and good-natured over the mat- 
ter. We are informed, however, that 
they have sent to Cadiz to see if the 
Commonwealth's Attorney will not 
agree to let them run without moles- 
tation from the grand jury until (he 
end of the year. This is not at all 
likely, though, and It Is pretty cer- 
tain that the saloons closed will not 
be re-opened. There is a melancholy 
feature about Ibis business that the 
prohibitionists do not consider In 
their rejoicings. Theso men are 
turned out of business at a very In- 
opportune time. Wiulor is coming 
on. Most of them are poor men and 
cannot make arrangements lo leave 
or to go into other bu*inc*s for ionic 
time at least. The people have decid- 
ed that liquor must go, but wo feel 
assured that they havo no unkind 
feelings towards Ihe men whoso bus-, 
iueti has been broken up. Many of 
ise men are good and useful citi- 
zens. They own their homes here 
and their wive- and daughters belong 
to ihe various churches and have 
helped to contribute of their means 
to good and charitable objects. It ia 
to bo hoped that no useless cxulta 
tlou will drive them ami; their 
families from among us. If they en- 
gage in oilier business lot the prohi- 
bitlouisti help lo support them with 
their patronage and show them that 
they wero trying to break down the 
liquor business and not the liquor 
men as individuals.

Indian AVOLis.Ind., Nov. 6.— [Spec- 
ial.]— The political excitement of yes- 
terday has calmed to-day. The fed- 
eral jury has adjourned until Monday 
and no further steps havo been taken 
regarding alleged frauds in this coun- 
ty. The Democratic majority ou joint- 
ballot has settled firm at a rock at 
two, Tho Republicans' effort seems 
ba filed todislodgo it. They havo run- 
ners skirmishing over the stato limit- 
ing for weak spots in tho returns. It 
is claimed that Cornelius Meagher of 
Vigo county, elected to the legislature 
by the Democrats, is a justico of the 
peace, and he is therefore ineligible 
A section of the constitution of Indi- 
ana provides that "No person elected 
lo any judicial office shall during the 
term for which he shall have been 
elected, ho eligible to any oflico of 
trust or profit under tho state, other 
than a judicial office." An answer to 
au inquiry sent to Tcrrc Haute, where 
Meagher lives, to-day, was "That 
claim is undo by the Republicans but 
the opinion of a number of lawyers 
of l his city who havo been consulted 
about the matter, It to the contrary." 
Meagher wai elected a justice of the 
peace lait spring, but has novor taken 
the office. Meagher also telegraphs 
that he has never been qualified as 
juslieo. Tho Republicans have con- 
trol of the lower house, however, and 
may resort lo any desperate device 
to savo Senator Harrison. 

NKW JERSEY. 

Nkwakk, N. J. Nov. 6.— The boards 
of canvassers met iu all (he couuties 
to-day and canvassed Ihe votes of 
Tuesday's election. Iu Essex county 
no result was arrived at and the 
board adjourned until to-morrow.

It is extrava- 
gant economy to ufili/.e space by 
crowding as many as possible iuto 
one house; for however cleanly the 
house may be kept, the air will be 
more or less impure, and in winter 
to secure sufficient ventilation to keep 
the air pure, is to allow dralts that 
may cause roup.

Jerseys on Pasture. 



An Alabama correspondent of the 
Jersey Bulletin ou this point says: 

"I Ain often asked if the Jersey will 
do well anil keep up a good flow of 
milk on pasture. My invariable re 
ply is, she will on good pasture, but 
will do better with soiuu grain. It is 
a very common conclusion among the 
masse! in the South, that thorough- 
bred stock of all kinds require a con- 
siderable amount of extra attentions 
that is, attention not given to the or- 
diuary firm aulmals of this section. 
I will say in this connection, thai 
while acclimating cattle brought from 
1101 thorn latitudes, I have given Ihciii 

especial attention. "I'd be forewarn- 
ed is in be forearmed." Of six brought 
from llorth of Ihe Potomac, live ol 
which I now consider thoroughly ac- 
climated, I have never lost one. But 
OUIllde of these, I have never given 
my cattle any more attention than 
ought to be given to the cows of all 
civilized sections. I had several heif- 
ers and some young cows that were 
not giving milk this summer, and for 
four months past they have had noth- 
ing lo cat except what Uiey gathered 
from an Inferior pasture, and a ma- 
jority ol these are in much better con- 
dition for beef than a large number 
of the catlle used for beef by I lie 
butchers of this section. I know it 
pays to feed milch cows, be they Jer- 
sey or scrubs and one that it docs not 
pay to feed had bettor be turned over 
to the butcher.
